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Whitehead Ast. QMG; 
C. C. Williams Retires 





WO announcements of prime inter- 

est in the Army were made yester- 
day. The nomination of Col.. Henry C. 
Whitehead, QMC, to be assistant to The 
Quartermaster General with rank of 
brigadier general, succeeding Brig. 
Gen. Harry T. Rethers, who retires 
April 15, was sent to the Senate. The 
other announcement was that of the 
retirement, at his own request, of Maj. 
Gen. Clarence C. Williams, Chief of 
Ordinauce. 

Col. Whitehead is now at the head- 
quarters of the Fourth Corps Area, Ft. 
Sam Houston, Tex. Before his ap- 
pointment he had been under orders, 
effective July 14, 1930, to be assigned 
to the General Staff and take the post 
of Chief of Staff of the 4th Corps 
Area. 

He was born in Texas in 1873 and 
was graduated from West Point in 
1896. During the late war he served 
two years as assistant to the chief of 
the Air Service, AEF. He holds a 
Silver Star Citation for gallantry at 
Santiago and a Distinguished Service 
Medal for his services in France. 

The selection of a Quartermaster 
officer as assistant chief of that branch 
may serve to settle somewhat the un- 
rest created by the appointment of an 
Infantry officer as The Quartermaster 
General. At least it may mean that 
the previous appointment is not to be 
taken as a precedent in the selection of 
heads of supply branches and the con- 
sequent Stifling of the careers of those 
commissioned in the supply services. 

The retirement of Gen. Williams, who 
will always remain one of the outstand- 
ing figures in history of the growth 
and development of modern ordnance, 
will create no end of gossip. Although 
his term does not expire until July 16, 
his retirement becomes effective April 
1, 1930. He is but 60 years old and 
would have four more years to go be- 
fore retirement for age. 

Gen. Williams has been chief of 
branch longer than any other officer. 
He was made Acting Chief of Ordnance 
in April, 1918, and Chief in July of that 
year, and has held that post continu- 
ously ever since. 

He was graduated from the Military 
Academy in 1894. In France he was 
chief ordnance officer from June, 1917, 
to April, 1918. 





Enlisted Men’s Travel 
Allowance Raise Revoked 


THE Increased subsistence and quar- 

ters allowed to enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey by the 
Executive Order of January 3, 1930 
has been cancelled. An order issued 
from the White House on February 26, 
No. 5266, restores the former rate of 
$.75 per day subsistence allowed to en- 
listed men when traveling by common 
Carrier, and the per diem allowance 
of $1.95 furnished enlisted men on de- 
tached service when not furnished sub-

By the order of January 3, travel 
subsistence allowance was increased to 
1 per day, and the rate alloted to 
men on foreign service was raised to 
$3.10. In applying the latter pro-

Warrant Officers, Enlisted Men 
And Nurses Called in Pay Study 





| ORDER that all classes of service 

personnel might be adequately 
represented before the Joint Congres- 
sional Pay Committee, Representative 
Burton L. French, vice chairman, has 
called upon the secretaries of the four 
executive departments concerned to 
select a representative of each of the 
subordinate branches of the personnel 
to speak for their own causes. 

This move is taken to indicate that 
the committee is preparing to hold 
hearings and wishes to have the proper 
witnesses designated in time so that 
they may prepare themselves for their 
tasks. 

All of the material asked for by Mr. 
French in the original and supplement- 
ary letters was turned over to the 
committee Thursday by Comdr. T. S. 
Wilkinson, USN, general liaison officer 
for the six services. The data formed 
a great bulk of material and sufficient 
copies were transmitted so that each 
member of the committee might have 
@ personal copy. 

Meanwhile the definite plans of the 
committee remain obscured by the veil 
of secrecy thrown about its activities, 
All members of the committee remain 
silent because of the agreement that 
Senator Jones was to be the only 
spokesman, but Senator Jones has 
nothing to say.

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Aerial Defense of Coasts 
Still Unsettled Question 


By M. H. McINTYRE 

UNCHANGED by the recent decision 

of the Attorney General, the moot 
question of aerial coast defense, long 
a subject of argument, is again back 
at the point it stood when the Navy 
Department asked for a ruling several 
months ago as to the effect of rigid 
application of the provisions of the so- 
called “Mitchell Joker” would have on 
the naval air station operations. 

Recent publication of a story that 
Gen. Summeral had, by a stroke of his 
pen, placed all the aerial coast defense 
under the Air Corps and “ousted” the 
Navy caused a mild flurry in service 
circles. The basis for the story, if it 
had any, appears to have been in a 
mis-interpretation of the announcement 
of the Coast Defense reorganization. 

As a matter of fact both the War 
and Navy Departments take the view 
that the whole question has been sat- 
isfactorily settled by the progressive 
action of the Joint Board. Officials of 
both branches assert that there is no 
conflict of authority and that under 
existing rules each service has its 
functions that will collaborate satisfac- 
torily under war conditions. 

The average flying man however dis- 
agrees. The aviators feel that there 
is still confusion and that the issue of 
who’s who is still unsettled. As one 
put it bluntly they say that the Joint 
Board does not even use language they 
can understand. 

To the layman there is something 
in this contention. There is no clear 
line of demarkation where the Army’s 
responsibility starts oy ends and the 
Navy “takes over.” Last year Senator 
Bingham started an investigation to 
ascertain what the situation was and 
initiate legislation to settle the whole 
question. This probe quietly died and 
there is no indication that he contem- 
plated reopening it. It was at the in- 
stigation of his committee that the 
matter was referred to the Attorney 
General and at his suggestion the 
opinion has not been made public.

Promotion Problems

At the time the study of the National 
Defense Act was undertaken by 
the Congress with a view to amending 
it in order to provide for a proper de- 
fense policy based on the lessons 
learned during the participation of our 
nation: in the World War it was my 
privilege to serve on the subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs having the subject in charge. 
Days, weeks, and months were de- 
voted to this study in the committee; 
prolonged debate in the House and the 
Senate was had, and long consideration 
in conference finally brought about the 
Act that was signed by the President 
and became the law. One of the most 
important, if not the most important, 
provisions of that law from the stand- 
point of the Army personnel was that 
section providing for a new system of 
promotion. Recently there has been a 
somewhat renewed activity in connec- 
tion with proposed amendments to that 
particular section of the National De- 
fense Act looking to an accelerated 
promotion, especially for those men 
who were taken into the Army in 1920, 
and who now find themselves destined 
to remain in the same grade for many 
years. In this connection there has 
again come to the front the agitation 
of those emergency officers taken into 
the service in one group who feel that 
they were “scrambled” in the grades of 
captain and lieutenant instead of being 
arranged in each grade according to 
length of service as were the officers of 
a higher grade. 

In 1922, Hon. Charles F. Curry, a 
distinguished member of the House 
from California, said to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs: “The Army is 
an institution for which we all have 
the greatest respect and which we rec- 
ognize as one of our most vital assets. 
In that Army the permanent person- 
nel is confined largely to commissioned 
officers. * * * The officers give up all 
prospects of other pursuits or profes- 
sions and devote their lives to a mili- 
tary career. Without an adequate and 
efficient group of these permanent pro- 
fessional officers we can not expect to 
have a Regular Army worthy of the 
name and at the same time have a 
proper development of the great citizen 
army upon which we rely for the na- 
tional defense. It is only men who 
make the military profession their life 
work who can prepare us in time of

Figures In Efficiency Data 
Misleading In Many Cases 


ANALYSIS of the much heralded re- 

port of the Bureau of Efficiency 
on service pay reveals many instances 
where the figures, while apparently ac- 
curate in themselves, are drawn up 
and classified so that the result is 
grossly misleading. 

Lt. Comdr. W. I. Lehrfeld, USN, in 
an analysis of the report which he 
has transmitted to Rear Adm. Richard 
H. Leigh, chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, has set forth a keen interpre- 
tation of many of these points. The 
letter carries the request that the 
points brought out be laid before the 
Bureau of Efficiency and the Joint 
Committee of Congress on Service

Comdr. Lehrfeld’s letter follows: 
Congress in 1916 gave the Bureau 
of Efficiency broad powers for im- 
proving Government administration.

It is upon this basis. that Congress 
has endeavored to provide law for the 
national defense, and it 1s upon this 
basis that effort has been expended to 
provide a proper system of promotion 
for the personnel of that Army in or-

Po tay 0B Reorganization Act in 
1920 the inequality of promotion in the 
various arms of the service in the Reg- 
ular Army had become so pronounced 
that constant efforts were made to se- 
cure some remedy through legislation. 
Those with long commissioned service 
will understand this situation fully. 
The best solution that years of experi- 
ence and study appeared to have 
evolved was the so-called single list, 
or the arrangement of all the commis- 
sioned officers of the Army on one ros- 
ter, regardless of their branch of the 
service, one name following another as 
nearly as might be in order of seniority 
of service. Then all promotions were 
to be made in the order that the names 
stood on this roster, regardless of an 
officer’s present grade or arm of the 
service, whenever a vacancy occurred 
above his name. In working out the 
list it was found that due to the in- 
equalities then existing it would be im- 
possible to work out a list that would 
altogether prevent junior officers in 
some instances leading their seniors. 
However, time would work out the 
problem, and it was felt the system 
must be started in order that it would 
eventually prove the just and logical 
course to pursue. The most practical 
way to bring about a just preparation 
of the list was by arranging two 
groups, one to consist of the men of 
the Regular Army, and the other those 
who were taken in in one group be- 
cause of their experience during the 
World War. Therefore, the single list 
was prepared of the commissioned offi- 
cers already in the Regular Army at 
the time it was to take effect. 

In this connection I believe it is cor- 
rect to state that Congress in 1920 be- 
lieved that those men who had dedi- 
cated their lives to a military career— 
who had spent years in preparation for 
such service—who had given up all 
hope of advancement in civil life in 
order to serve their country should, 





other things being equal, be given the 
preference in matters affecting their 
welfare, such as promotion and the 
like. Therefore, the arrangement of 
the first group of officers classed as 
Regular Army met with the approval 
of a majority of members of Congress, 
even though such a classification 
might put ahead of some older men 
those officers who were known as Pro- 
visional, those young men who accept- 
ed commissions as second lieutenants 
in order that they might be placed on 
the permanent roll. At the same time, 
however, many offieers had entered the 
Regular Army during the World War 
under circumstances incident to war 
conditions. Their service ran from a 
few days to not more than three years 
and they were commissioned in grades 
from second lieutenant to captain due 
to the various fortunate circumstances 
occurring during their service. After 
considering all the equities it was de- 
termined the fairest method of arrang- 
ing these officers was among them- 
selves according to length of service in- 
stead of grade. 

Under the plan of reorganization 
half of the vacancies were to be filled 
by the appointment of the so-called 
Emergency Officers. In order to intro- 
duce these officers into their proper 
places on this single list, considering 
all the equities involved, it was neces- 
sary to lay down certain arbitrary 
rules. Those charged with the forma- 
tion of the legislation felt that these 
emergency officers held their grade in 
many instances because of a happy cir- 
cumstances of location or other oppor- 
tunity. For instance, a second lieu- 
tenant in one place might get to be a 
captain or a major, or even better, 
while an officer in another location 
might never have a chance for promo- 
tion. Neither were any of these offi- 
cers on any lineal list for promotion 
as were the regular officers. 

Therefore, if the young regular offi- 
cers were to line up among themselves 
in the grades and files according to 
their relative seniority among them- 
selves, it was only fair that the emer- 
gency officers who were to come in 
should do the same thing. It might be 
stated further that with many boards 
acting on the appointments through- 
out the country each case stood on its 
own, and the fact that one candidate 
might be admitted as a captain and an- 
other as a second lieutenant did not 
necessarily indicate that the second 
man had not been found worthy to be 
admitted as a captain. It might be 
that the first man would be of an age 
that required his appointment in some 
such grade as captain, while if com- 
pared it might be found the second 
lieutenant would be equally worthy of 
the grade of captain. So it could not 
be true that under the law, or a wrong 
interpretation of that law, that a man 
once taken into the Regular Army in 
a certain grade might find himself 
afterwards arbitrarily “jumped” by one 
taken in at a lesser grade. Both would 
have come in on the plain text of the 
law that provided for exactly what took 
place. 

This is further confirmed by a de- 
cision in the case of Lyons vs. Weeks, 
(49 Washington Law Review, 439) in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court when the case was dismissed and 
the ruling made that the National De- 
fense Act had been correctly inter- 
preted in this respect. 

Because of constant effort on the 
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part of those who felt themselves un- 
justly dealt with, board after board 
has been named by the War Depart- 
ment to study the subject. Each board 
has started their work confidently, 
with the idea that the list could be 
changed to the advantage of the serv- 
ice and the justice of individuals. In 
each study, however, the board has 
been forced, against strong desire, to 
the conclusion that any change in the 
list would not be for the best interest 
of the service and would work more 
injustices than would be corrected, 
oftentimes bringing those for whom 
benefit was desired into a still more 
unfavorable position. 

During the 70th Congress this sub- 
ject was given more than the usual 
amount of time in hearings and study. 
Several bills were acted upon in the 
Senate and in the House. Out of the 
stress and turmoil of active controversy 
was evolved Senate 4, which was intro- 
duced by Senator Reed in the present 
Congress, reported to the Senate, 
passed, and now before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. That bill 
embodies what I believe to be the 
safest and fairest method yet devised 
to give the Army officer that opportu- 
nity to reach the position in life he 
should reasonably expect to attain in 
a lifetime devoted to the service’of his 
country. 


Whether there will be finally en- 
acted in this Congress promotion legis- 
lation is a question. A very definite 
percentage of officers feel that the 
more important question at present is 
that of pay, and in view of the fact 
that Congress has named a Joint Com- 
mitte to study this question they be- 
lieve that further action on promotion 
legislation is untimely at present. It 
may be injudicious at this time to agi- 
tate measures which will undoubtedly 
cause dissension in the military serv- 
vice, but whatever the outcome, I feel 
sure Congress, when the matter is fully 
explained will determine that the origi- 
nal method is still the best for the 
greateset number, and that the provi- 
sions of S. 4 will prove the only satis- 
factory method to permit Army of- 
ficers to be promoted as the years 
go by.

Revise Riding Seat 

‘WHE Cavalry Board, after a pro- 

longed study of military riding 
practice, has endorsed principles of 
carriage long maintained at the Cav- 
alry School, and Training Regulations 
will eventually be revised to embody 
these principles. 

The basic theory of Cavalry equita- 
tion in this matter is expressed as fol- 
lows: 

“A seat for military purposes must 
provide security combined with ease 
and comfort for both rider and mount. 
The seat is principally dependent upon 
balance, supplemented by suppleness 
of body and muscular control. 

“Balance requires that the center of 
gravity of the rider’s upper body re- 
main as nearly as possible over the 
center of its base of support. The lat- 
ter, according to the revision, is 
formed by those parts of the rider’s 
body in contact with the saddle and 
horse, from a point directly under 
the buttocks, down along the inside of 
the thighs, to and including the knees 
and stirrups. The more the center 
of gravity departs from the center of 
its base of support, the more unstable 
becomes the rider’s equilibrium. When 
the center of gravity passes outside 
the limits of its base of support, the 
rider’s balance is lost and he regains 
it by gripping with his legs, or in dire 
necessity, also with his knees and 
thighs. A poor rider makes the grave 
mistake of pulling on the reins as an 
additional means of regaining balance. 
The seat must be entirely independent 
of the hands. Such a seat, obligatory 
for military purposes, is also admir- 
ably adapted to all kinds of riding, 
requiring only the necessary readjust- 
ment of stirrups.” 





Col. Pendleton Relieved 


Ft. Benning (Special)-——Col. Harris 
Pendleton, jr., commander of the 29th 
Infantry, has received orders reliev- 
ing him from the regiment and assign- 
ing him to duty in the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, with station at 
headquarters, 7th Corps Area, Omaha, 
effective May 15. 

Col. Duncan K. Major, jr., now 
chief of staff of the 4th Corps Area 
in Atlanta, has been assigned to com- 
mand of the 29th Infantry, effective 
July 4.

Benning since June, 1923, when he 
was assigned as director of the De- 
partment of Experiment upon complet- 
ing a course of instruction at the Gen- 
eral Service Schools, Ft.

In addition to the numer- 
ous demonstrations and problems con- 
ducted for the Academic Department 
of the Infantry School, the regiment 
has conducted the tests of the experi- 
mental war-strength Infantry _ bat- 
talion organizations under his direc- 
tion. 





Blues in Basic Allowances 


HE blue dress uniferm has been in- 
cluded in Tables of Basic Allow- 
ances for optional wear, by enlisted 
men at posts, camps and stations when 
off duty. Enlisted men who desire to 
do so are authorized to draw against 
their clothing allowancees as a blue 
dress cap and sufficient cloth and other 
materials to make a blue dress uni- 
form. Such uniform will be made 
either locally, the tailoring to be ar- 
ranged and paid for individually, or at 
the Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot, 
the cost of manufacture to be paid for 
by the enlisted man. 

Material, sufficient to provide for ap- 
proximately 15,000 uniforms only, is 
available at present. The Quartermas- 
ter General is now making arrange- 
ments to have the material cut to pat- 
tern according to the standard tariff 
of sizes and will be ready to make 
issues beginning April 1. Requisition 
by sizes for dress uniform materials 
and caps will be submitted through 
usual channels to the Philadelphia 
Quartermaster Depot. 








Balboa Battle Practice 


Balboa, C. Z. (Special)—The Battle 
Practice held by the Coast Artillery of 
Panama in the Harbor Defenses herg 
in February, proved of great benefit 
to the personnel involved and of much 
interest to a group of distinguisheg 
spectators. These latter included Maj, 
Gen. Malin Craig, USA, Commanding 
the Panama Canal Department, ang 
Rear Adm. E. H. Campbell, USsy 
Commander of the Special Servicg 
Squadron. 

The War Department had author. 
ized the expenditure of a total of over 
two hundred rounds of ammunition, 
for mortars, big guns and guns of 
medium caliber. Troops from the 
Cristobal defenses were brought over 
from the Atlantic side to assist in de. 
fending the Canal against an imagi. 
nary enemy in the Pacific Ocean. 4 
total of nine batteries were manned 
and participated in the firing. The 
1st, 2nd, and 4th regiments of Coast 
Artillery were involved. 

The requirements of the problem in 
cluded tactical decisions by the harbor 
defense, group, and battery command. 
ers, as well as the technical handling 
of the batteries to secure prompt and 
efficient fire. This necessitated that 
the tactical situation be kept under 
the direct control of the Artillery Dis. 
trict Commander, Col. F. K. Fergus. 
son. He was assisted by a corps of 
officer umpires supplied by the 
Panama Canal Division and by the 
Antiaircraft Defenses. A tactical pic. 
ture was thus presented to the Har. 
bor Defense Commander, Col. Robert 
E. Wyllie, for solution. 

The enemy was represented by sev 
eral tugs towing strings of targets in 
various parts of the field of fire, 
which was pictured as an approach to 
the Canal entrance supported by bom 
bardment of the fortifications by bat 
tleships, screened by destroyers an 
cruisers. The enemy’s evident inter 
tion was to sink blocking ships in the 
Canal in the hope of preventing the 
passage of the Blue navy from Atla- 
tic waters. 

Fire was opened promptly by all 
batteries on the towed targets & 
signed by harbor defense and grow 
commanders. Certain shifts of fire 
were made from one target to anothe 
in accordance with umpire decisions 
that various ships had been put out d 
action. About the time the firing had 
reached its height the main enemy 
threat was revealed by the lifting of 
an imaginary smoke screen, and al 
batteries able to bear were concer 
trated in a burst of fire against ser 
eral anchored targets representing the 
close approach of the “dynamite 
ships.” . 

The entire program lasted a scant 
half hour, and went off on schedule 
except for a half-hour delay in getting 
under way, due to a quite unruffld 
commercial ship which, despite radie 
warnings, lumbered into the midst d 
the fight just at the wrong time. 

Arrangements for the edification a 
the groups of army and navy officers 
who observed the practice included 4 
microphone and loud speaker set up by 
the Department signal officer. BY 
this means was published not only the 
announcements of the chief umpire 
and the orders of the harbor defen# 
commander, but also the inside family 
history of the command post. 

The records collected, including 
carefully synchronized umpire reports 
still photographs and moving pictures 
from the air as well as from the tor 
ing vessels, will require very carefil 
articulation and analysis before all th

SAYS LA. GOVERNOR RECEIVED EMDEN COMMANDER IN PAJAMAS 
N ACCOUNT of an alleged reception of the commander of the German 

Cruiser Emden by the Governor of Louisiana in slippers, pajamas and 
lounging robe and the subsequent apology by the governor who visited the 
Emden is related in the March 4 issue of the New Orleans Times-Picayune. 
According to the newspaper’s account, the German officer, Comdr. Lothar ‘van 
Arnauit de la Periere, accompanied by Rolf Jaeger, German Consul, visited 
Governor Huey P. Long at his hotel suite Sunday and were received in the 
unusual attire. 

The consul, according to the account, after departing told Col. Seymour 
Weiss, of the governor’s staff, that the governor’s raiment was an insult to the 
German government and that unless an apology was made the cruiser would 
leave immediately. Gov. Long is said to have promised an apology and to have 
gone in full formal dress( with the exception of the regulation silk “topper” 
which did not arrive in time), accompanied by Col. Weiss in full staff regalia, 
to the Emden and made due apologies. The Emden gave the governor’s party 
a 21-gun salute upon its departure. 


OUTLOOK GOOD FOR COMMISSIONING USNA CLASS _ 
RESENT indications are that sufficient vacancies will be created in time to 
commission the eligible members of the Naval Academy graduating class. 
On March 1 there were 5,303 on the commissioned list. On March 5 there were 
56 retirements and resignations in sight (applied for or approved) including 
six members of the 1928 and 1929 graduating classes. This leaves a residue 
of 5,247. 

By June 5, graduation date, probably additional separations and 20 odd 
transfers to staff corps will bring the total down to a figure somewhat below 
5,200. To reach the allowed total of 5,499 this wili allow the commissioning 
of something over 300 graduates of the academy. 

The June graduation class, minus those who will be commissioned in the 
Marine Corps and Supply Corps, those who will resign and those who will 
= be commissioned because of physical disability, will be a little more than 

This computation leads to the belief that there will be vacancies for all. 
At any rate the passage of the Britten Bill, which seems virtually assured, 
will take care of any excess.

CAPT. SEXTON NOMINATED TO BE REAR ADMIRAL. 
THE NOMINATION of Capt. Walton R. Sexton to be rear admiral in the

JAHNCKE AGAINST LIMITING SHIP REPAIRING TO CIVILIANS 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT is most strongly opposed to the enactment of 

H. R. 9039, providing that all repair work on vessels of the Navy, 
emergeficy repairs at sea or in foreign ports must be performed by civilian: 
employees at navy yards. 

Under existing law enlisted men are not allowed to perform repair work 
when ships are laid up in yards. 

Acting Secretary Jahncke in his letter to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs of the House states that it is his opinion that this provision amply 
protects civilian employees of navy yards and prevents the utilization of en- 
listed personnel for work not properly within their sphere. Any further restric- 
tion along this line the Secretary believes would be against the best interests 
of the service. 

Mr. Jahncke lists the following as the undesirable results which would fol- 
low the enactment of the legislation: 

(a) It would canse a greatly increased cost of maintenance of naval 
vessels, or a large reduction in the number of operating ~essels. 

__ (b) It would practically restrict the operation of vessels to the immediate 
vicinity of navy yards, or the building up of additional navy yards at all operat- 
ing bases, and would vitally restrict the training operations of the fleet at sea. 

(c) It would greatly restrict the training of officers and enlisted men in 
the maintenance of material that is essential in overseas operation, and would, 
therefore, have a vitally adverse effect on the readiness of the fleet for war 
service. 








FLYING PAY FOR INJURED PILOTS 
REPRESENTATIVE CHINDBLOM introduced a bill in the House this week 
which would amend the pay act of 1922 to allow officers and enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps assigned to duty involving regular flying 
to draw their flying pay while undergoing hospitalization or medical treatment 
for injuries resulting from an aviation accident. The time for which they may 
draw flying pay while incapicated is limited by the bill to six months. 


NAVY AGAINST ASSUMING COST OF REFITTING “OLD IRONSIDES.” 

ACTING SECRETARY JAHNCKE has recommended against the enactment of 

H. R. 1415, authorizing the appropriation of $300,000 to be applied to the 
refitting of the frigate Constitution and further annual appropriatiors for her 
upkeep. By the Act of April 23, 1925, provision was made for the preservation 
of “Old Ironsides” by popular subscription, which fund totaled $589,245 on 
November 1, 1929. The Navy Department is opposed to the additional cost 
provided in the bill in the light of this, Mr. Jahncke states in a letter to the 
Naval Affairs Committee of the House, to which the bill was referred.

Chicago (Special) The new Naval 
Armory, which has been undergoing 
construction by the State of Illinois in 
Grant Park, south of Randolph Street, 
was practically completed this week.

S. S. Commodore, an old freighter, 
since 1912, when the State of Illinois 
purchased it from the New York Cen- 
tral Lines.

To Reach Quota 


RESENT indications are that the 

quota of 25 annual appointments 

to the Naval Academy from the Naval 

Reserve will be reached this year, the 

Bureau of Navigation Bulletin of last 
week announces. 

Under the act of 1925 the appoint- 
ment of 25 midshipmen each year from 
the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps 
was authorized, but during the past 
four years only 29 such appointments 
have been made, 2 in 1926, 4 in 1927, 
10 in 1928, and 13 last year. The rec- 
ords of these midshipmen have been 
excellent the Bureau states, only one 
has resigned for deficiencies in studies. 
The remaining 28 are still at the 
Academy. 

The only reason attributed to the 
failure that the yearly quota has not 
been reached as yet is that no one can 
enlist in the Naval Reserve under the 
age of eighteen years. A bill has been 
introduced in Congress to apply the 
same age limits for enlistment in the 
Naval Reserves as exists for enlist- 
ment in the regular Navy.

The tentative plans for the refresher 
course contemplate that the students, 
about fifteen in number, will be select- 
ed from the infantry officers in attend- 
ance at the special course at the Chem- 
ical Warfare School, which takes place 
July 7 to Aug. 1, 1930. In general, it 
is expected that the course will include 
58 hours of instruction. The plan is to 
have eighteen hours of tank details, 


including troop movements; six 
hours of tank gunnery; twelve hours in 
tank reconnaissance; and eighteen 
hours of tank tactics.

Opposes Building Program 
EVERAL bills from the Military 
Affairs Committee came up for 
consideration of the House this week 
when the Consent Calendar was taken 
up. A few were passed and a number 
of others objected to under the unani- 
mous consent rule. As usual, the views 
of different Representatives were aired 
on various policies, as they objected to 
certain bills or provisions of bills. 

The building program for the War De- 
partment come in for a round of pan- 
ning. Representative Speaks of Ohio, 
who has on. former occasions declared 
that a survey of the country should be 
made to determine the best location for 
a few large stragetically located Army 
centers, and that the other existing 
posts should be discontinued, reiter- 
ated his stand. Representative La 
Guardia of New York, agreed with him, 
but pointed out that Congress had de- 
cided overwhelmingly against their 
view of the matter. The matter was 
left at that, and the bill to which ob- 
jection was raised authorizing an ap- 
propriation for construction at Ft. Mc- 
Kinley, Portland, Me., was passed by 
the House. 

Issue was taken with the Military 
Affairs Committee and the War De- 
partment over the necessity of author- 
izing certain appropriations by Mr. La 
Guardia, who stated that there was 
provision in existing law for the acqui- 
sition of land at Ft. Lewis, Washing- 
ton, and the bill authorizing its pur- 
chase merely encumbered the statute 
books. A similar objection was _ in- 
serted to the passage of H. R. 9154, 
providing for the construction of a re- 
vetment wall at Ft. Moultrie, S. C. 
Representative Stafford in reply to him 
said that the Committee on Military 
Affairs had assumed that if the Sec- 
retary of War had said that there was 
need for substantive law for the 
bills that there was such a need. The 
Ft. Lewis bill was passed over without 
prejudice; on the latter bill, however, 
Mr. LaGuardia withdrew his objection 
and it was passed. 

H. R. 14, making the Star Spangled 
Bamner the national anthem of the 
United States was passed over upon the 
opposition of Representative Collins, 
who stated that he had a number of 
objections to the measure. 

Other bills on the Consent Calendar 
which were passed include H. R. 4138, 
amending the Gold Star Mothers’ Act, 
H. R. 8162, to enlarge the national 
park at Ft. McHenry, and two bills 
providing for the survey of the battle- 
fields of Bull Run, second Manassas, 
and Chalmette, La. 

The bill authorizing construction at 
Maxwell Feld was objected to and 
passed over.

THE CONGRESSIONAL PAY COMMITTEE has taken a wise step in calling 

upon the Department to appoint representatives of the other groups besides 
the commissioned officers. The warrant officers, enlisted men and nurses will 
feel that their own individual problems will receive adequate attention from the 
committee. 





EVERY EFFORT should be made by the pay committee to get its task com- 

pleted in time for consideration at this session. The members all realize that 
delay until next session will be sure to mean that whatever they report will not 
be considered until after the annual supply bills are out of the way. 





WHILe prospects for immediate relief in the present intolerable service pay 
situation are remote, it is an interesting commentary that public opinion 
seems to be with the advocates for pay revision. Chambers of Commerce and 
other organizations are committing themselves unqualifiedly in favor of an 
increase in pay. With the press of the country committed for a “square deal,” 
there seems to be ground for hope that eventually Congress will act to relieve 
the present intolerable situation. 





REPRESENTATIVE McSWAIN will gain neither prestige nor support by his 

present tactics of insulting those who are honestly opposing his plan for the 
revision of the promotion list. In an interview, reported in last week’s issue of 
the Army and Navy Journal, this Congressman took occasion to impugn the 
motives which led provisional officers to accept commissions. 


Certainly the officers who are conscientiously supporting Mr. McSwain do 
not countenance such slurs on their fellow officers. It was an unwise and unfair 
statement to make in a serious vein and one which should be promptly recalled 
by the Congressman himself. 





N CONNECTION with Secretary Stimson’s statement holding out hopes for 

a real tonnage reduction, the most interesting fact is his frank admission 

in the last paragraph that it is, of course, contingent upon the other naval 

powers making certain concessions. Incidentally the reduction he refers to 

is in old types and the question of cruiser tonnage, where naval rivalry now 
finds expression, is still unsettled.

We believe that the time has come for a “show-down”; that the negotiations 
should be carried to a conclusion; that we should insist om an agreement with 
absolute parity between the U. S. and Great Britain, with the relative strength 
of the other three powers—as fixed on capital ships at the Washington con- 

‘ ference—extended to all types; that cruiser ratios with Japan, paid for by our 
abandonment of the Pacific defenses in 1922, he maintained at 5-13: and that a 
reasonable amount of tonnage be set. 





(THE JOURNAL does not believe such an agreement is even a possibility. It 

does not believe that there has ever been any chance for such a compact 
as has been envisioned. Consistently this paper has declared that the British 
Premier could not—if he would—carry out the understanding he made with 
President Hoover. 


We believe that the time has come for this country to demand that the 
other powers show their good-will and faith in the international peace pacts by 
agreeing to a curtailment of their naval armament or to force a flat refusal to 
so do. Now is the time to settle the question. Either a fair understanding 
that will place a reasonable limit on new construction and restrict future ex- 
penditures on naval defenses or a flat disagreement. 


There can be no question of Security Pacts with this country mixing into 
European politics and allignments. 





iw THE FIVE POWERS can reach an understanding fair -to all, the Navy and 

the American people will welcome it. Now is the time to find out. If it 
proves impossible it will demonstrate the futility of our expecting cooperation 
and we can go about minding our own business and let further negotiations 
await the time when the other powers are as anxious and willing to make con- 
cessions as the whole history of the limitation discussions have proved the 
United States to be. 

Let’s have a finish fight.

register can only give us the oc- 
Poche of those who were profes- 
sional soldiers, the ones that had been 
enlisted men for 10, 15, or 20 years. 
Of those still in the army, over 280 of 
the captains above mentioned were 
former professional soldiers. They 
were not giving up lucrative _business 
opportunities to accept a captain’s com- 
mission. They were exchanging the 
grade and pay of a sergeant for the 
grade of captain and the pay of a 
major or lieutenant colonel, depending 
upon the years of service. Now, how 
about age. Over 300 of the men who 
accepted a captain’s commission in 1920 
were over 36 years old and could have 
qualified for the grade of major or col- 
onel had the boards whjch examined 
them considered them so qualified. 
They accepted the captain’s grade at 
their advanced age (considering their 
grade) of their own free will and ac- 
cord, for reasons best known to them- 
selves. They could not then or now 
hope to reach the grade of colonel be- 
fore they retired. Even Mr. McSwain’s 
bill will do them little good. Even 
under it most of them will never reach 
the higher grades. It so happens that 
under the Senate bill they would be 
promoted as extra files on account of 
age. Some skeptics claim that the suc- 
cess in business of those older men 
might not have been so great as has 
been claimed or a $200 a month job 
would not have been accepted. Finally, 
on the age score some mention should 
be made of the 120 odd captains who 
are of the same age as the other offi- 
cers in the world war hump. These 
men could have applied for commis- 
sions in the Regular Army at the same 
time that the provisionals did. Of 
course they would have had to enter 
as 2nd lieutenants, exactly as every 
body else did. These men are not old 
men; they are in the same boat as the 
majority in the hump; they have no 
large families of growing children 
who point derisively at their low posi- 
tion on the promotion list. 

But, in the words of the two Black 
Crows, “why bring that up?” A dis- 
cussion of the personalities of the two 
groups is not germane to the promo- 
tion question. It has only been done in 
this paper because of the remarks of 
Mr. McSwain. Morale in the Army 
will not be helped by referring sneer- 
ingly to all ex-provisional officers as 
those 2nd lieutenants who entered the 
Army to miss the draft and in order to 
have enlisted servants. Nor will many 
in the Army believe that the 800 ex- 
emergency captains are all superlative 
patriots who sacrificed business, home, 
and family to accept a captain’s com- 
mission in 1920 and to save the Army. 
Why should an interview purporting to 
explain the introduction of a bill which 
would entirely change the present 
makeup of the promotion list be lim- 
ited to a discussion of the two above 
mentioned classes. Other questions 
with regard to the bill which were not 
mentioned and which should be an- 
swered are the following: 

1. Since the intent of the bill is to 
arrange the promotion list according 
to the status quo for the Regular 
Army as of June 30, 1920, and for 
emergency officers as of July 1st, 1920, 
why were the exceptions made for the 
wartime West Point classes? 

2. Why is it necessary to disturb 
the standing of the provisional classes 
within themselves? All members of 
the classes were evidently satisfied with 
rd standing when they accepted 

r commissions 13 years ago, and 
Presumably still are. Why is it neces- 
Sary to rearrange these classes accord- 
ing to age when the same is not done 
for the West Point classes?

THAT EFFICIENCY REPORT. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


[Ast night I amused myself reading 

' the report of the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency on the proposed increases in 
Service pay. 

From the tone of the report it was 
evident that the Board approached the 
problem with the pre-conceived inten- 
tion of proving that no pay increases 
were justified. However, it went far 
afield when it used college instructors 
as a basis of comparison. I have had 
several years close association with 
college instructors and _ professors. 
There is little common ground for com- 
parison of them with Army officers, 
aside from the -considerable intellec 
tual preparation that is required of 
both classes both before entering their 
chosen professions, and in continuance 
thereof. Except for the very small 
percentage that become deans and 
presidents of colleges, the majority of 
college professors are of the contem- 
plative, negative type which avoids, 
rather than welcomes, administrative 
responsibility. Anyone who has par- 
ticipated extensively in faculty meet- 
ings is aware of the constant effort, 
on the part of the bulk of the instruc- 
ting faculty, to pass to the adminis- 
trative faculty all responsibility for 
discipline, and administration, even in 
the class room. In other words, the 
introvert, the negative type, can be a 
success as a college instructor. In 
strong relief is the type which must 
be had for the Army. The energetic 
doer, the leader, the man who seeks 
and welcomes responsibility, the ad- 
ministrator. Outside of the Services, 
such men are found in equal concen- 
trations, only among the upper strata 
of engineers, and business executives. 
To use any other classes as a basis of 
comparison is to proceed from a false 
premise. 

Turning to the particulars, too much 
emphasis cannot be placed upon the 
cost of moves. On the other hand, I 
do not think enough emphasis has been 
placed, as yet, upon such items as 
clothing. For seven years I have been 
continuously on duty in a civil com- 
munity. A little more than half the 
time I must be in uniform. The rest 
of the time I am in civilian clothes, 
from choice. No doubt the Bureau of 
Efficiency will*reply, sympathetically, 
that I am not required to wear civilian 
clothes. Admitted that no specific 
regulations require me to do so, it is 
an unfortunate, but well known fact 
that a large element of our civil popu- 
lation, in time of peace, re-acts unfa- 
vorably, and critically, to the uniform. 
Our people are still, in the average, so 
provincial that the man in uniform 
cannot circulate in civil gatherings 
without exciting comment, and having 
his conspicuousness impressed upon 
him in various annoying ways. Cer- 
tainly, an Army officer is as much 
entitled to relaxation as any other cit- 
izen. In the civil community he can- 
not achieve it in uniform. Civilian 
clothes are a necessity to him. Now, 
when a civilian of standing in the com- 
munity equal to that of an Army of- 
ficer goes about in shabby clothing, 
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it is considered by his brethren as 
merely an_ interesting eccentricity. 
But let the Army officer try the same! 
Immediately he becomes the target of 
criticism from his civilian brothers and 
sisters. He is an Army man, they say. 


As such he should embody at all times 
the smartness the American pg@ople 
love to demand of their Army, but seem 
unwilling to pay for. These are not 
vaporings. In the civil community in 
which I have spent ihe past five years 
there have been, at the same time, 
three brother officers whose lives, due 
to family misfortunes, were a constant 
financial struggle. Not once, but many 
time—in clubs and drawing rooms— 
I have had to resent the pointed crit- 
icisms of the very prosperous civilians 
directed at the civilian outfits of my 
brother officers. More than that. 
Twice in that time very distinguished 
generals of the. Army have been my 
fellow guests at most exclusive pri- 
vate functions, and for weeks after, 
their hosts and fellow guests from civil 
life derived much amusement by re- 
calling to their critical conversation 
what they were pleased to term 
“quaint get-ups” of two men who were 
leading divisions to battle in France, 
while their criticisms were piling up 
millions at home. I have no doubt that 
I furnish the same community with 
considerable merriment, for God knows 
my raiment could never compete in 
gloriousness with that of Solomon. I 
wonder if the Bureau of. Efficiency 
knows what uniforms cost. After put- 
ting it off until the last possible mo- 
ment I have just ordered a blouse. 
Blouse, mind you—no trousers or 
breeches with it—one uniform garment. 
And I did not select the best fabrics 
offered me, for the reason that I 
couldn’t afford them. That single gar- 
ment will cost me more than a com- 
plete civilian suit of excellent quality. 

The Bureau of Efficiency finds much 
profit, for the Services, in free medical 
attendance, and commissary privileges. 
They overlook the fact that, rnder the 
requirements of the National Defense 
Act, an officer is completely isolated 
from both those perquisites for an av- 
erage of 80 per cent of his service, 
after he has passed the grade of cap- 
tain. For over seven years medical 
attendance has cost me an average of 
$360 per year, out of my pay; and 
commissary privileges have had none. 
And I expect to be two and a half 
more years on duty that will keep me 
away from free medical attendance and 
commissary: privileges. My case is not, 
I think, an unusual one among officers 
of my grade. 

Another item which I have never 
seen touched upon in this discussion 
is, I believe, very significant. The 
civilian with whom we should be com- 
pared—the engineer, or business execu- 
tive—is an intimate part of that cos- 
mos where money is made, the busi- 
ness world. From the start he is daily 
in contact with excellent opportuni- 
ties for the investment of his savings. 
More than that: it is a well known 
practice of many of our corporations 
to place in the way of its higher per- 
sonnel unusual opportunities for in- 
vestment, even to advance them the 
money to take advantage of such op- 
portunities. Incidental to their daily 
tasks these men can watch their in- 
vestments. The incomes reported to 
the Bureau of Efficiency represent only 
earned incomes and do not include in- 
comes from investment which, in great 
measure, would be non-existent were 
it not for the nature of their employ- 
ment. On the other hand, the Army 
officer, by the nature of his duties, is 
very little in contact with the business 
world. His nomadic life makes it next 
to impossible for him to have a con- 
tinuing program of investment, even 
if he were able to save anything to in- 
vest. No beneficent corporation, such 
as General Motors, organizes a sub- 
sidiary investment corporation, capital- 
ized from the stockholders’ property, 
the individed surplus, to loan him 
money, a* one of its executives class, 
to get in on the ground floor of its 
stock appreciation. On the contrary, 
the poor Army officer is found on the 
“sucker list” of every crooked broker- 
age firm in the country. And don’t 
tell me there are none of the latter! 
Briefly, the Army officer is denied all 
the advantages of permanence from 
which the civilian profits. He is the 
Government’s pet illustration of the 
old adage: “A rolling stone gathers no 
moss.” 

I have a wife and three children. I 
have almost 27 years’ service. I am 
rated among officers of my grade as 
“Excellent.” I believe I am of value to 
my country. On the other hand, I 
have reached the point where I must 
balance my duty to my country against 
my duty to my family. In three years 





I shall still be under 50. Because the 
financial struggle in my position is so 
wearing I have devoted my leisure for 
the past four years to familiarizing 
myself with a business. If the pay is 
raised to a just and fair basisI in- 
tend to stay in the Service until I am 
thrown out, for I love it, and every 
one of my family loves it and is proud 
of it. If the country fails us, I will 
have to seek my retirement three years 
hence and devote the rest of my life 
to business, in order to establish a 
competence for my dependents. 

Again, I say I am not an isolated 
case.

“NOT US, MR. McSWAIN.” 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
N Mr. McSwain’s interview as_ re- 
ported in your columns, he is very 
solicitous of the welfare of the offi- 
cers who in 1920 were appointed from 
the National Guard. I cannot imagine 
why he uses us as a horrible example 
of the effects of the present promotion 
list, for certainly we do not form any 
part of the small group of Quarter- 
master Corps and Judge Advocate 
General officers that are directing 
the fight for revision from their swivel 
chairs in Washington. : 

I know of no ex-National Guardsmen 
who are working for revision, and the 
reason is clear. Of all of us remaining 
in the service today, 236 will lose an 
average of 1085 files by a revision of 
the promotion list, while 198 will gain 
an average of only 321 files. To those 
of us who lose the loss will be little 
short of tragedy, while the gain to the 
remainder will be insignificant. Lest 
you suspect that averages are mislead- 
ing, consider actual cases. The great- 
est loss in our group would. come to 
Capt. Richard L. Hubbell, formerly of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard. He 
would lose 4099 files, though now 41 
years old. The greatest gain in this 
class would come to Capt. Louis B. 
Hershey, formerly of the Indiana Na- 
tional Guard, who would gain exactly 
500 files. He is now but 35 years old 
and with no change in the promotion 
laws will be a major at the age of 41. 

And the heroics of the “emergency 
captains” affect me little. I was fight- 
ing mud, not feather beds, on the 
French front when many of those who 
complain so bitterly were still civil- 
ians. And when they did pull the wires 
to be appointed to soft jobs issuing 
“gold fish,” or splitting fine legal hairs, 
the only change in the 42nd Division 
was that cooties, breeding true to the 
Darwininan theory, were more vora- 
cious than ever. 

If Mr. McSwain must plead in the 
name of some group, let him mention 
the heroes of the staff army who now 
sit in Washington pulling the hidden 
wires. We from the National Guard 
are satisfied that there should be no 
change in the promotion list.

PAY, THEN PROMOTION. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
OW unfortunate it is that Mr. 
McSwain and the revisionists of 
Washington have again started the 
promotion list revision fight. I think 
it safe to say that if the energy and 
work expended by officers of the Army 
on promotion had been concentrated 
on a bill for increasing our pay, we 
would now be enj.ying the benefits of 
more pay in our checks.

After that there will be 
plenty of time to iron out the “hump” 
and to determine whether or not there 
should be some change in promotion 
to help some of the officers who were

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
ional officers out to be the villains in 
the promotion plot. One would gather 
that these provisionals were luxuriat- 
ing in the wine cellars of France while 
the emergency officers (with the help 
of a few Marines) were winning the 
war while “up to their necks in mud.” 
Having named one of these actors, we 
should look into the character of the 
one who is a combination of hero and 
victim, the emergency officers, who 
were later appointed captains. 

Some very few of these commanded 
regiments, more commanded battal- 
ions, and a considerable number com- 
panies. But provisional officers per- 
formed all these duties as well. A 
careful study of the promotion list will 
show that most of the officers making 
so much agitation for revision are to- 
day and were in 1917 and 1918 in the 
staff departments. The reason is clear. 
Of emergency officers appointed to the 
Quartermaster Corps in 1920, 51% were 
made captains, while in the Infantry 
but 26% were appointed to this higher 
grade. One hundred per cent of offi- 
cers in the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department were made captains, com- 
pared to 15% in the Cavalry. And 72% 
captains in the Finance Department 
to 28% in the Field Artillery. And 
the percentages are just the reverse 
in regard to those appointed 2nd Lieu- 
tenants. In other words, an emerg- 
ency officer of a combat arm stood half 
the chance of being appointed a cap- 
tain in 1920 as an officer in the staff 
departments. And the combat officer 
took over three times the chances of 
being appointed a 2nd lieutenant. Of 
course the fight for revision is carried 
on from the offices of the Judge Advo- 
cate General and of the Quartermaster 
General. 

In these figures I do not include offi- 
cers from the West Poin classes grad- 
uated in 1917 and 1918. In February, 
1929, they were thrown overboard by 
the emergency captains in control, and 
this fine act of loyalty is sure to be 
reenacted again when it becomes nec- 
essary to compromise. They are needed 
only to do the work and lend the pres- 
tige that comes from this fine body of 
officers.

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The Athletic Breach 


PUBLICATION by the Athletic 

News, of the Naval Academy, of a 
“log” of the events leading up toe and 
constituting the rupture of athletic re- 
lations between the two service acade- 
mies has renewed interest in the situa- 
tion. (The log was reprinted in the 
Feb. 22 issue of the Army and Navy 
Journal. 


George Trevor, sports writer and 
columnist of the New York Sun, de- 
voted an article to his views on the 
break which has found much favor 
among West Pointers. Trevor, after 
telling of the transfer of Comdr. Jonas 
H. Ingram from his post as director of 
athletics at Annapolis, to executive of- 
ficer of the USS Pennsylvania, contin- 
ues; as follows: 

“While Jonas Ingram must be cred- 
ited with many constructive moves 
benefiting Navy athletics, it is his 
ironic fate to be remembered as the 
man who was perhaps chiefly instru- 
mental in bringing about the Army- 
Navy break. 

“It was Ingram who sponsored ‘the 
three-year eligibility rule,’ which 
caused the rupture. One finds it hard 
to understand why Ingram saddled the 
Naval Academy with a quite unneces- 
sary restriction. 

“The three-year rule was instituted 
by the larger universities to correct 
the ‘tramp athlete abuse’—an evil pe- 
culiar to the collegiate realm of sport. 
By ordaining that no athlete should be 
eligible for more than three years of 
varsity football, an effective curb was 
placed on the recruiting of stars by 
big universities from smaller institu- 
tions. 

“The service academies are a law 
unto themselves. To enter West Point 
or Annapolis a boy must first secure 
a Congressional appointment and then 
pass a rigid competitive examination. 

“Having no ‘tramp athlete problem’ 
to deal with, it follows logically that 
the three-year rule has no justifica- 
tion in so far as the service academies 
are concerned. Why frame a rule to 
abolish an evil that doesn’t exist? 
There is no ‘hiring of athletes,’. covert- 
ly conducted, at either Army or Navy. 

“Every student at Annapolis or West 
Point should be permitted to represent 
This goes for 
plebes too! 

“West Point made a great mistake 
when it adopted the freshman rule as 
a concession to Navy’s ultra-idealistic 
program. Why discriminate against a 
plebe or against a cadet who happens 
to have played football elsewhere? Gen. 
William R. Smith, superintendent at 
West Point, feels that Army blundered 
in accepting the plebe restriction. This 
silly boycott may be lifted shortly. 

“West Point officials are convinced 
that Navy’s sudden rush of misguided 
idealism cloaks an ulterior motive. 
What Annapolis really wants is parity 
with West Point on the football field. 

“Well, that’s an understandable aim, 
but Navy went about securing this ob- 
jective in the wrong way. Instead of 
trying to foist a senseless restriction 
upon Army, Navy should have raised 
its own age limit for entrance, thus ob- 
taining not parity but actual supe- 
riority. 

“The crux of the whole Army-Navy 
dispute is the disparity in age limits. 
A boy cannot enter Annapolis after he 
has attained his twenty-first birthday. 
He must be 20 or under. 

“At West Point the entrance is a 
year higher. Applicants are not auto- 
matically barred until they have reach- 
ed the age of 22. This leeway of a year 
enables many college graduates, who 
couldn’t get into Annapolis, to qualify 
for West Point. Few boys are pre- 
cocious enough to earn a college de- 
gree before they attain their majority. 

“To offset this advantage West Point 
has a smaller enrollment than Annapo- 
lis—much smaller. At present the 
corps of cadets numbers 1,300 men— 
one-third of whom are plebes and 
therefore ineligible for varsity compe- 
tition. 

“Annapolis under the recently en- 
larged quota has a registration of over 
2,000 students—700 more than West 
Point. Navy spokesmen conveniently 
forget this numerical factor when they 
prate about parity! First-year ex- 
cluded, Annapolis has over 1,300 men 
to draw upon for its football eleven. 

As a result of Ingram’s policy, Navy 
has alienated Army, has lost the tra- 
ditional climax game, which lent zest 
and interest to the whole season. 
Navy’s recent football campaigns have 
been drab, lackluster affairs, lacking 
a@ primary objective. Dartmouth and 
Princeton are not adequate substitutes 
for West Point in the opinion of Navy 
men. The Annapolis season now ter- 
minates in an anti-climax. 

“Whereas West Point, with its huge , 
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McCarl Loses Army Cases 
LAST Monday the Court of Appeals 
handed down five decisions affect- 

ing the pay of officers of the Army, all 
of which were in favor of the officers 


concerned who were represented in the 
lower court and in the Court of Ap- 
peals by Gen. Samuel T. Ansell. All 
five cases involved, in effect, the au- 
thority of the Comptroller General, J. 
Raymond McCarl, over the payments 
in question and in each of them the 
decision was against the authority 
claimed by that official. 

Two of the cases were actions of 
mandamus brought by Sgt. Cavanagh 
and Sgt. Easton, retired enlisted men 
of the Regular Army, against Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, Director of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, to require that official 
to place these petitioners upon the 
emergency officers’ retired list and to 
pay them the pay due them as such. 
The Comptroller General had ruled 
that these men, inasmuch as they be- 
longed to the Regular Army, were. not 
entitled to retirement as emergency 
officers. The day, before the trial in 
the lower court the Director placed 
them on the retired list, but, notwith- 
standing the Director’s action, the Bu- 
reau disbursing clerk refused to pay 
them but submitted the question to the 
Comptroller General. The lower court 
held that it was the duty of the Di- 
rector under the Emergency Officers’ 
Retirement Act to make payment re- 
gardless of the Comptroller General. 
The Director claimed that such ruling 
was in error, and appealed. The Court 
of Appeals, in sustaining the conten- 
tion of counsel for these retired en- 
listed men and disposing of the point 
made by the Director, said in part: 

“The only reason so far as the Di- 
rector is concerned why actual pay- 
ment has not been made is that the 
Director’s Bureau disbursing officer 
has dommunicated with the General 
Accounting Office ‘for an advanced de- 
cision as to whether or not said vouch- 
er should be paid.’ In other words, 
having found every fact necessary to 
entitle this retired officer to the re- 
tired pay provided for by Congress, 
actual payment is withheld by a sub- 
ordinate. 

“In the Act of June 7, 1924 (42 
Stat. 607) to consolidate, codify, re- 
vise and re-enact the laws affecting 
the establishment of the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau, etc., the Director of 
the Bureau is clothed with broad. pow- 
ers. It is very evident from an ex- 
amination of the Act that Congress 
was dealing with World War veterans 
in a spirit of consideration and liberal- 
ity. In Section 5 of the. Act the Di- 
rector, subject to the direction of the 
President, is to administer, execute and 
enforce the provisions of the Act and 
is clothed with full power and author- 
ity to make rules and regtlations; ‘and 
shall decide all questions arising un- 
der this Act * * * all officers and em- 
ployes of the Bureau shall perform 
such duties as may be assigned them 
by the Director. All official acts per- 
formed by such officers or employes 
specially designated therefor by the Di- 
rector shall have the same force and 
effect as though performed by the Di- 
rector in person.’ Section 14 requires 
the Director to file annually with Con- 
gress ‘a full and itemized statement 
of all monies received and distributed 








New York city following and its tra- 
ditional rivalry with Notre Dame, can 
get along fairly well without a Navy 
game, Annapolis is lost without the 
Army battle. Navy football prestige 
has waned since the severance of serv- 
ice relations, and with all its so-called 
‘idealism’ what has Navy gained? In- 
stead of being a ‘football pariah’ West 
Point is today more eagerly sought as 
a rival than is Annapolis. 

“Presumably, Navy broke off rela- 
tions to end what it considered ‘the hu- 
miliation’ of being beaten annually 
by Army’s veteran transfers. Football 
observers now agree that this was a 
strategic miscalculation, since the Navy 
teams of 1928 and 1929 looked stronger 
in their climax games against Prince- 
ton and Dartmouth than Army did 
against Stanford. 

The writer has a hunch that Navy 
would have whipped Army these last 
two years—Cagle and Murrel notwith- 
standing. It is hard to believe that the 
rank and file at Annapolis favor In- 
gram’s policy. Only a year ago the 
battalion of midshipmen voiced its feel- 
ings by shouting: ‘We want Army!’ If 
you sounded Navy sentiment you might 
find it, paraphrasing Farragut, ex- 
pressed in the slogan: ‘Damn the Army

“The Act of 1928 therefore was a 
continuation of the policy of Congress 
to entrust to the Veterans’ Bureat 
the administration of measures for 
relief of World War veterans and 
clothe the Director with exclusive j 
isdiction to determine all issues 
fact and all questions involving the 
exercise of discretion. In the present 
case the Director does not allege that 
he desires the advice of the ‘General 
Accounting Office’ on any question of 
law. As the disbursing officer of the 
Bureau is subject to the control of the 
Director it was not essential that the 
disbursing officer should be made @ 
party.” 

The Comptroller General appeared in 
the Court of Appeals as a “friend of 
the Court” and argued that petition- 
ers “were attempting to get two re- 
tired pays or compensations from thé 
United States and that the law does 
not authorize such payments.” But 
the court said they were not called 
upon to pass upon the question sug- 
gested by the Comptroller General. 

The other three cases were cases 
brought in equity by Lt. Col. James 
M. Loud, Inf., ret., Lt. Col. Thomas 
H. Emerson, Engrs., and Capt. J. W. 
Orcutt, CAC., respectively, against th 
Comptroller General, the Secretary o 
War and the Chief of Finance, to re- 
quire these officials to pay to the pe- 
titioning officers the pay which had 
been stopped against them on account 
of alleged illegal payments of depend- 
ent mother allowances. The Comptrol~ 
ler General contended that so much of, 
the pay as was stopped in early 1925, 
had been turned back into the Treas- 
ury in accordance with the Statute be- 
fore these actions were brought, which 
was in December, 1927. But the court 
sustained the opposite view as tak 
by the officers’ counsel and affirmed 
the decrees of the lower court.

Report 
(Continued from First Page) 
function that bureau made a study of 
the Interdepartmental Pay Board Re- 
port. Yet, notwithstanding its com- 
rehensive scope of authority in mak- 
ing a study of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board’s recommendations, which 
that board so ably and judiciously ac- 
complished, it is noted in the efficiency 
report that no consideration whatever 
was given to the urgent necessity for a 
revision of the present pay law, the 
operation of whose harsh, unconstitu- 
tional discriminatory and inequitable 
provisions have long since been a mat- 
ter of common knowledge, resulting in 
the continued impairment of the ef- 
ficiency and morale of the personnel. 
Not only has consideration been 
omitted for the urgent need of a re- 
vision of the 1922 pay law, but no con- 
sideration has been given to the neces- 
sity for an upward revision, where 

such necessity may in fact exist. 

The comparison of figures represent- 
ing the present average annual com- 
pensations (including allowances) for 
three (3) year groups between naval 
commissioned personnel on the one 
hand, and engineers, instructors and 
business employes on the other, it is 
contended, is based upon mistaken 
premises for the following reasons: 
(A) Living Conditions Are Different. 

There is no more reason for com- 
paring the value of the services of a 
navy doctor or chaplain with a civil 
engineer, than there is to compare 
those of a line officer with a civilian 
employe or a supply officer or naval 
constructor with those of a college 
teacher. 

Naval officers in foreign waters 
serve their country in a representative 
capacity as potential diplomats in their 
intercourse with foreigners, and owe 
the American people a duty to sub- 
serve the interests of the United 
States. The American people expect 
that a naval officer, under such cir- 
cumstances, will maintain the official 
and social dignities of his office, which 
must necessarily occasion the expendi- 
ture of his own personal funds, in ad- 
dition to the maintenance of his own 
family. Naval history is full of ex- 
amples of these services rendered the 
country at home and abroad in our in- 
tercourse with foreigners. 

Engineers, college instructors and 
business employes owe no such duty 
to the American people, nor may they 
be obliged to serve in any such rep- 
resentative capacity in their private 
pursuits. 

Naval officers must suffer, not 
only the periodic division of the home 
and the necessity for the maintenance 
of two establishments, but periodic 
transfers with attendant burdens as 
well, all of which must necessarily oc- 
casion greater personal expenses. 

(B) Classification for Compensation 
is Different. 

When Congress enacted the 1922 
pay law, it intended in granting ex- 
tra allowances for having certain pre- 
scribed eng oy that these allow- 
ances should be for the benefit of those 
dependents. The express terms con- 
tained in the statement of that law 
clearly defines such intention. The ef- 
fect of the Comptroller General’s de- 
cisions has been to support that in- 
tention. In fact, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral compels an officer to submit an af- 
fidavit as a condition precedent to the 
acceptance of extra allowances in the 
ease of an adopted child that such 
adoption was not made to secure any 
pecuniary advantage in the way of in- 
crease in pay. Further proof that 
Congress intended that the extra al- 
lowances for prescribed dependents 
were granted for the benefit of those 
dependents is in the statement of the 
law itself that “No rental allowance 
shall be made to any officer without 
dependents by reason of his employ- 
ment on sea duty.” 

It is signally noteworthy that while 
our own Government is now seeking to 
secure parity with Great Britain in 
the matter of armament for protec- 
tion purposes, our own naval officers 
have long since been seeking to secure 
from our own Government the exercise 
of the same principle of parity in re- 
spect of pay, also for protection and 
welfare purposes. 

In view of the foregoing, Congress 
has therefore determined that the in- 
trinsic value of the services of a naval 
officer shall be measured by the com- 
pensation granted to him, exclusive of 
the allowances for prescribed depend- 
ents, for whose benefit the allowances 
were intended. 

If any comparison is to be made at 
all, then it is contended that the figures 
employed to represent earning capacity 
should exclude extra allowances for 
having prescribed dependents. The 
result, naturally, will show that naval 

rs are unreasonably underpaid.

tion with respect to the intentions of 
Congress in measuring the intrinsic 
value of the services of a naval officer, 
then the Bureau of Efficiency has 
omitted a comparison of earnings of 
those officers who serve without de- 
pendents, of whom there are about 20 
per cent of the officer strength of the 
navy, and whose yearly compensation 
is far below that represented anywhere 
in the figures produced by the Bureau 
of Efficiency. 

It is requested that some statement 
should be forthcoming with respect to 
this large number of officers, whose 
total compensation excludes extra al- 
lowances for dependents, in order that 
their rights may not be wholly disre- 
garded, as the Bureau of Efficiency’s 
report purports to indicate. 

As a matter of fact, the efficiency re- 
port, in the computation of annual 
averages of compensation included the 
extra allowances so that those officers 
who do not receive them are disre- 
garded and in no way represented in 
the comparison. 

Furthermore, engineers, college 
teachers and business employes are 
not classified with respect to whatever 
the nature or number of their depend- 
ents may be, and it would be most un- 
just if any of these whose compensa- 
tion is in fact indicated, irrespective 
of dependents, ‘were not compared with 
those officers serving without any de- 
pendents and who are not represented 
in fact if any comparison is to be 
made. 

(C) Responsibilities Are Dissimilar. 

The responsibilities of those in 
command rank in the Navy manifestly 
occasion greater consequences for their 
conduct and judgment in respect of the 
value of Government property and 
human lives entrusted to their care, 
than those of engineers, college in- 
structors and business employes. No 
reference is made to the hazards oc- 
casioned by combatant duties, as for 
example, in Nicaragua and China. 

(D) Figures, Although Perhaps Ac- 
curate, Not Representative. 

A review of the Navy Register, 
dated January 1, 1929, shows a repre- 
sentative number of about 2,100 of- 
ficers of the line strength of the Navy, 
who are Naval Academy graduates, 
from the rank of commander, class of 
1907, down through lieutenant com- 
mander, lieutenant and junior lieuten- 
ant, class of 1922, not one of whom 
receives the average annual compensa- 
tion (including allowances) as indi- 
cated by the figures in the Efficiency 
Report. 

Again, in the cases of these officers 
whose pay does not include extra al- 
lowances for dependents, although, in 
fact, they may have other blood re- 
lationship dependents than those pre- 
scribed by the law, the figures repre- 
senting their actual compensation, if 
indicated, would be astonishingly be- 
low those represented anywhere in the 
Efficiency Report. 

If we take the approximate 2,100 of- 
ficers, mentioned above, and compute 
their annual compensation under the 
present pay schedule, assuming that all 
of them receive extra allowances, the 
result would be that their total pay 
would be about $1,279,027 less than 
the earning capacity of those same of- 
ficers indicated by the figures in the 
Efficiency Report. 

On this basis, in addition to the rea- 
sons stated in paragraph (B) above, 
the figures in the Efficiency Report are 
not representative, but are rather in 
excess. of the actual compensations 
paid (including extra allowances) of 
about 2,100 officers in the line strength 
of the Navy from commander down to 
junior lieutenant. 

If the above viewpoints merit con- 
sideration and are correct, it is re- 
quested, in order that substantial jus- 
tice may be done, that they be repre- 
sented to the Bureau of Efficiency and 
the Joint Congressivnal Committee for
